RUELTY is fo contrary to nature, that it is 
ditinguithed by the icandalous name of in- 
humanity, 

None more impatiently fuffer injuries than thofe 
who are mot forward in doing them. 

There never was found any precended confcien- 
tious zeal, but it was always molt certainly attend- 
ed with a fierce fpirit of implacable cruelty. 

The following inftances are extra&ted from the 
Hiftory of the Maffacre at Paris, in 1572.

_all thefe craeltigs could not fhake her conftancy, 
they faftened her by her feet to a kind of gibbet, 
and let her hang in that pofture, with her head 
downward till the expired. 

** ‘The other is of a man in whofe Jhoufe were 

wartered fome of thofe miffionary dragoons. One 
ay, having drank pleatifully of his wine, and 
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broken their glaffes 2t every health, they filled the 
floor with the fragments, and by oftea walking o- 
ver them, reduced them to very {mall pieces. This 
done, in che infelence of their mirth, they refo!. 


ved on a dance, and told their proteftant hof that 


he muit be ene of their company, but as he would 
not be one of their religion “he muft dance quite 
bare-foot; and thus bare-foot they drove hia a- 
bout the room, treading on the fharp points of the 
broken glafies. When he was no longer able to 
ftand, they laid him ona bed, and, ina thort time, 
tripped inm ftark-naked, and rolled him from one 
end of the reom t@ the other, till every part of 
his body was fullot the fragments ef glafs.

this time deftroyed by the irrefiftable force of the 
fea, and confequently every thing wafhed out) the 
mafts at once gave way at the deck, and cleared 
the wreck by the agitation of the fea, which gave 
liberty tothe hall, to right ivelf fo as to admit 
the crew toenter the higheit fide of the quarter 
éeck,in which fituation, filled with water,and load 
ed with green lumber, fhe at beft floated very deep, 
and in confequence of her pitching, but feldom 
above water. 

‘Tn about fifty-five hours after this difaftrous 
event, the wind and waves fortunately abated, 
which afforded an opportunity to kindle a fire with 
a flint and fteel, which a peculiar circumftance 
had preferved :-——Night now coming on, the peo- 
ple fatigaed and exhaufled by the want of freth 
water, &c. found means to tie themfelves on the 
higheit places on the hull, to indulge in fome de- 
gree a requifite repofe, fecuredly from the dan- 
gerous wafhing of the ocean ; firft eflablithing a 
watch by turns to keep up the light, ia hopes to 
craw attention, if any veffel fhould, by the will 
of Providence, be direfled that way, which had 
the withed for effet: For the friendly and he- 
mane Capt. Dolhonde, commanding the Amiable 
Maria, from New-Orleans, the enfuing night 
perceiving the fire which was kept wp, and go- 
veraed by a humane difpoftion, which on occa- 
fion acquired the praifes of all good men, altered 
-tis courfe to enquire whether a light, not. com- 
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x 


monly feen on veffels that diftance from land, might 
not bea figaal of diftrefs; and thus came co their 
relief about two o'clock jo the meroing, and 70 
hours after their fhipwieck.
